The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art does 
not teach or suggest the control means a control means for controlling the variable gain 
amplifier according to a first operation mode and a second operation mode, wherein the 
first operation mode controls a gain to maintain the amplitude of the sync signal
